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Thumb In Khrushchev's Eye 


Ru ssia's problem with the Western Allies 
in Berlin, which has been chronic and both­ 
ersom e since the end of World War II, now 
is acu te and painfu l—no more so now than 
before, bu t now we can see what a pickle 


he's in. 
This is not the standard way of thinking 
abou t Berlin, which Am ericans hav e been 
inclined to believ e was their problem. Bu t 
it is the correct way to think becau se any 
reasonable appraisal m akes Berlin appear 
to be Ru ssia’s problem 
not the W'estern 
Allies' problem. That is, the Ru ssians want 
things to be changed—and with good reason. 
Hav ing failed u tterly to win either tol­ 
erance or respect for its Commu nist stoog­ 
es in East Germany , the Kremlin finally 
had to let them bu ild a wall throu gh Berlin 
to block the escape of non-Commu nist East 
G erm ans who hadn't already fled to West 
G erm any v ia Berlin streets and su bway s 
Berlin, w’hich was to hav e been a hostage 
held deep inside Commu nist territory , tu rned 
nto a bu stling reminder to all Eu rope that 
only the Allied sectors 
ofthc city were a t­ 
tractiv e: that the Commu nist part of Berlin 
was drab and u nattractiv e, reflecting the 
u niv ersal aspect of life u nder dictatorship. 


THE WESTERN ALLIES, far from being 
em barrassed by their m ilitarily insecu re po­ 
sition 110 miles inside East Germ any , were 
ex ploiting the chance to show what cou ld 
be done with their way of liv ing in the 
heart of the Commu nist em pire 
West Berlin has been a thu mb in Prem ier 
K hru shchev ’s ey e ev er since he became 
responsible for the Sov iet Union's foreign 
policy . 
Before that it was 
a 
thu mb 
in 
Stalin’s ey e. 
Neither knew how to remov e it. nor how 
to liv e with it. At the moment Khru shchev 
does not know what to do abou t the Western 


Allies 
prearranged tests of East Germ an 
inspection policy . The v ery thing the pre­ 
mier dreads most is cry stallizing at the 
check-point between the div ided halv es of 
Berlin 
The 
Western 
Allies hav e gone on 
the 
mu scle 
They hav e brou ght u p troops and 
tanks to enforce their position that no East 
Germ an policeman can hold then answer- 
able to their absolu te right to pass back 
and forth between West Berlin and 
East 
Berlin. 


KHRUSHCHEV knows that President 
De 
Gau lle of France is strongly in fav or of ru l­ 
ing ou t negotiations as far as the Western 
Allies are concerneed; that De Gau lle thinks 
only the Sov iet Union’s rights shou ld be ne­ 
gotiable, not the Western Allies’ rights. 
He soon will know if lie hasn’t gu essed 
it by now that the United States is in the 
process of doing something that made it a 
su rprise package for the bu lly -boy s in two 
world wars. It is rediscov ering its backbone 
and getting ou t of the mood to apologize 
for ev ery thing it does that offends captiou s 
critics liv ing in the boondocks of civ iliza­ 
tion. It is doing what Britain and France 
hav en't ev en begu n to do. 
It is getting 
ready to fight for its rights. 
When the process has ru n its cou rse, a 
cou ple of hu ndreds American bu lldozers will 
tie into that silly Berlin wall some morning 
at day break and pu sh it down in time for an 
early lu nch, know that when i's lev eled 
the rest of the prisoner popu lation of East 
Germany will “ go w est.” 
Poor Nikita 
Khru shchev . 
So good with 
propaganda he had 
ev ery body 
believ ing 
Berlin was their problem when it 
was h-s 
problem all the time. Now he has a chance 
to show how he works when the pressu re 
is on him, instead of on the other fellow. 


Zul u Chi ef Wi ns Nobel Pri ze 


It was in the cards that the 1961 Nobel 
Peace Prize wou ld be awarded to the late 
Dag H am marskjö ld The secretary -general of 
the United Nations had been tireless in his 


qu est of peace. 
Bu t the award of the prev iou sly u nawarded 
I96 0 prize to a Sou th African Zu lu chief 
nam ed Albert John Lu thu li was not in any 
cards ev er shu ffled by the Nobel Prize Com­ 
m ittee before — and we can only wonder 
what the game is going to be. 
Chief Lu thu li liv es in inv olu ntary isolation 
in Sou th Africa, a hou se prisoner of his gov - 
ernm ent. His personal battle 
has 
b e e n 
•gainst the Afrikaner credo of "apartheid.” 
which m eans by official definition the 'sep­ 
arate dev elopm ent” of Cau casians and Ne­ 
groes. It is the equ iv alent in Sou th African 
politics and cu ltu re of the “ separate-bu t- 
equ al” doctrine in ou r own segregationist 


Sou th. 
Chief Lu thu li, a resolu te believ er in non­ 
v iolence, has been a thorn in the tender flu sh 
of the Afrikaners whose sensitiv ity has be­ 


come so acu te they cu rrently are squ aring 
away with the United Nations ov er criticism 
of their segregation practices, ju st as a few 
months they squ ared away with the British 
Commonwealth, preparatory to withdrawal. 
The chief has been a “ freedom rider” in 
h's own qu iet way — so qu iet his white po­ 
litical su periors cou ld not keep him in jail 
indefinitely , thou gh they tried, bu t so effect­ 
u al they cou ld not let him roam at large. 
Like Gandhi, who once gav e Britain fits by 
ronv iolence in India, Chief Lu thu li is that 
most v ex ing of political problems — an agi­ 
tator who nev er agitates. 
“Thirty y ears of my life,” he once said, 
“ hav e been spent knocking in v ain, patiently 
moderately and modestly at a closed and 
farred door.” 


The Nobel Prize Committee bestows $35,000 
m cash, along with the honor of being the 
v /inner of their cov eted prize. Chief Lu lu thi 
:s not ex pected to get to Oslo to collect his 
award Perhaps the comm ittee can smu ggle 
it to him in Sou th Africa.

This is enou gh to 
bu ild a lev ee 5 feet high and 10 
feet wide — the entire length of 
the Mississippi Riv er.

f concrete placements — enou gh 
to bu ild 
another 
Hoov er

Enou gh steel to bu ild one million 
passenger cars — or abou t 7 64 .- 
000 tons — will go into the u n­

bu dget for the constru ction job 
alone is close to $1 billion, spent 
on 19 locations in 15 states. 
When the constru ction ends, the 
headaches of maintenance begin 
to throb.

drop of oil or dirt can get into 
the missiles' innards.

For what good can su ch a treaty 
do the Sov iets now ? They can sign 
all the docu ments they wish with 
the East Germ an gov ernment bu t, 
since the W estern gov ernments 
hav e shown clearly their determin- 
?: on to ex ercise their rights, any 
resistance 
mu st 
nominally 
be 
condu cted by the East Germans. 
And they alone do r.ot hav e enou gh 
weapons to challenge the West­ 
ern allies. 
Indeed, if a battle arose, the 
F ast German gov ernment might 
find most of its troops actu ally 
welcoming « chance to su rrender 
themselv es and gain freedom in 
tfy West. 
'j he moment the Ru ssians con- 
cc ed the weakness of the posi* 
t in of the East Germ an gov ern­ 
ment by sending their own tanks 
last Friday to the border line of 
East 
Berlin 
to 
face 
American 
tanks, it was proof that East Ger- 
m nv cou ld not possibly be dele­ 
gated by Moscow to deal alone 
with the West. 
Hence of what av ail is the peace 
treaty ? Why keep the whole world 
on edge with su ch a u seless man­ 
eu v er? To do so means constant 
anx iety among the 
Sov iet peo­ 
ple as well as the peoples of the 
colonial states of Poland, Hu n­ 
gary . 
Romania, 
Bu lgaria 
a n d 
Czechoslov akia. 


THE SIGNIFICANCE, therefore. 
of the su ccessfu l demonstration of 
military force by the West in the 
last few day s can hardly be ov er­ 
estimated. 
The important point rev ealed to 
the Ru ss ans now is that the West 
will meet m ilitary force in kind. 
The Sov iets dou btless instigat­ 
ed the blocking of the first Amer­ 
ican au tos carry ing m ilitary per­ 
sonnel which sou ght to enter East 
Berlin. 
In demanding 
identity passes 
and imposing new restrictions on 
members of the 
United States 
Army and also on trav el by offi­ 
cials of ou r State Departm ent, the 
Ru ssians may hav e assu med this 
wou ld meet with ready compli­ 
ance. 
They may hav e reasoned that 
this wou ld sanction in the ey es of 
the West the au thority which the 


East G erm an 
gov ernment 
now 
cla ms and wou ld continu e to clai 
if a peace treaty between E a s t 
G erm any ’s gov ernment and t h e 
Moscow gov ernm ent were signed. 
Bu t it has become clear that 
the W estern gov ernm ents will in­ 
sist on ex ercising their established 
rights of access to East Germany 
and. if stopped, will depend on mil­ 
itary force to su stain su ch rights. 
Thu s, in effect, the Ru ssians hav e 
been notified that a peace treaty 
will not insu re peace between East 
G erm any and the West and that 
it will not reliev e the Sov iet gov ­ 
ernm ent of prim ary responsibility 
for 
the 
protection 
of 
Western 
rights as w'ritten into inter-allied 
agreem ents 
after 
the 
close 
of 
World War II. 


Undou btedly this is the line of 
argu m ent that soon will be aired 
in 
the 
"negotiations” 
between 
Western diplom ats and the Sov iet 
foreign m inister. 


Sooner or later the Moscow gov ­ 
ernment. it now appears, will hav e 
to become realistic and recognize 
that no constru ctiv e pu rpose can 
possibly be serv ed by seeking to 
transfer to East Germ any the con 
plete responsibility for handling 
relations between East and West 
Berlin. 


TOE SOVIETS, of cou rse, hav e 
said that once 
a peace treaty 
were signed, the East German 
gov ernment wou ld gu arantee Al­ 
lied rights and that things wou ld 
be v irtu ally the sam e as before. 
Whoev er in Moscow- thou ght u p 
this 
plan, 
howev er, 
completely 
misconstru ed W estern psy chology 
and reactions. It was a failu re not 
to foresee that by closing the East 
Berlin crossings and erecting a 
wall, the whole world wou ld be 
giv en a v iv id demonstration of the 
difference between a postu re of 
slav ery and one of freedom. 


Things cannot possibly rev ert 
now to the prev iou s rou tine as 
long as the “ Big Wall” remains 
and the East Germ an people are 
tim idated and prev ented f ro m 
mov ing freely when they wish to 
v isit their families and friends in 
West Germ any . 
The Ru ssians might hav e made 
more progress if they had signed 
the pe ac e treaty first and estab­ 
lished rou tine conditions of trav el 
and then had called for “ negotia­ 
tions.” Bu t the Commu nists do 
not u nderstand the Western mind, 
especially where a principle in­ 
v olv ing hu man freedom is con­ 
cerned. 


It mu st hav e been something of 
a su rprise to them when Ameri­ 
can armed jeeps actu ally escorted 
the v ehicles of ou r m ilitary per­ 
sonnel directly into East Berlin 
and dared the Sov iets or any body 
else to interfere. 


This is an ex am ple of simple 
cou rage 
rem iniscent 
of 
Gen. 
Clay ’s firm ness when the Ru s­ 
sians attem pted their blockade in 
194 8 and 194 9. It looks like anoth­ 
er v ictory for the West. 


From Our Read ers 


Audito r Defends Office 
Now that the Charter has been 
drafted to be presented to the 
v oters Nov . 7 , I feel it is my du ty 
to defend my office as city au di­ 
tor. This position will be replaced 
by a director of finance who will 
take ov er the du ties of the au di­ 
tor and the city treasu rer, if the 
Charter is adopted. 
Section 4 3 of the Charter states 
The’director of finance shall be 
the fiscal officer and shall be ap- 
pomted by the m ay or.” This de­ 
priv es the v oters of their right to 
elect two officials of their choice 
for the most im portant offices of 
the city ’s adm inistration. The fi­ 
nance director will be the may ­ 
or’s choice 


This section also ou tlines the 
du ties 
of 
the finance director 
which are no different from the 
du ties perform ed at the present 
time by an elected au ditor. 
Reports from the state au ditor’s 
office for past au dits are proof of 
this. These reports show no rec­ 
ord of du plicate pay m ents, illegal 
or ov erpay ments. 
At a recent meeting, one of the 
Charter Commission m em bers in 
ex plaining the C harter made the 
no u nnecessary 
spending if he 
Charter was adopted and a direc­ 
tor of finance appointed. 
I wou ld like to giv e y ou • few 
facts and figu res on how the city ’s 
money is spent and who does the 
spending. In M arch of this y ear 
the may or pu rchased three u sed 
tru cks for $2 .6 80 Labor and parts 
for these tru cks cost an additional 
$551.6 0 for a total ex penditu re of 
$3 ,2 3 1 .6 !. This was done withou t 
checking with the 
audito r to see 
if these pu rchases were in order 
and legal. To this date m ajor re­ 
pairs o f two of these tru cks hav e 
cost the city ’ $6 85. 
A short time ag o o ne o f o ur new 
po lice cruisers was wrecked, with 
no insu rance cov erage fo r co llis­ 
io n. I me.de a check with o ur in­ 
su rance agent and fou nd that fo r 
an additional cast o f $40 per y ear 
we wou ld be cov ered with a $50 
dedu ctible policy . The repairs to 
this car cost the city $440 , where­ 
as ;l the city had this insu rance 
co v erag e at an additio nal co st o i 


$4 0 the sav ings wou ld hav e been 
$350. 
Ou r new parking lot has added 
$90,000 debt to the ritv that cou ld 
bu rden the General Fu nd for the 
nex t 15 y ears. This debt has al­ 
ready cost the General Fu nd ov er 
$2.000 in interest, as it was bor­ 
rowed by the m ay or almost a y ear 
before the money was needed for 
constru ction. 
This is only a sample of how 
the tax pay ers’ dollars are spent 
and y ou can be su re a Charter 
or a director of finance u nder a 
may or will not be the answer to 
ou r spending problems. 
I hav e worked in cooperation 
with the 
finance committee of 
Cou ncil, with reports av ailable at 
all times from each and ev ery de­ 
partm ent . My records are no se­ 
cret and 
are av ailable at 
all 
times for pu blic inspection.
